tice in international relations than ever before. I 
believe, with all my heart, the powers in conference 
have combined to make the world safer and better 
and a more hopeful place in which to live. 

"It was a helpful thing to have the conference re- 
veal how common our human aspirations are and 
how easy it is, when the task is properly approached, 
to reconcile our national aspirations. There are 
mutual and essential interests affecting the welfare 
and peace of all nations, and they cannot be pro- 
moted by force. They can be revealed and mag- 
nified in that understanding, which, it is now proven, 
the conference of peace promotes, and the same un- 
derstanding makes compulsion and despoilment 
hateful in the eyes of mankind."
